SOVIETS RISK WAR WITH POLICY 
OF VELVET GLOVE, MAILED FIST 


The velvet-glove and mailed-fist approaches to inter- 
national relations are not new. But both are seldom used 
at the same time, as the Soviet government is doing now in 
the contest over Berlin. 


The velvet glove has been employed in the Moscow 
talks on Germany, and in the military governors' meetings 
in Berlin. Reports of agreement from both conferences 
hinted at a lifting of the blockade. But just when the end 
of the .wrangle seemed in sight, the Russians put the iron 
glove on the other hand. They took Berlin's city hall, held 
citizens of the western nations prisoner there, kidnaped 
west-sector German policemen, and began harassing "air 
maneuvers" on a large scale in the western air corridors. 


The Berlin blockade was a surprise move which, for 
all its transparent excuses, was effective for a time. It ex- 
ploited Russia's geographical advantages in trying to force 
the western powers out of Berlin or to make them give up 
the idea of a west German government. But the Soviet 
leaders learned that the Americans and British were go- 
ing through with the air lift, so Russia took a new tack. 


That tack carried the Soviets over a familiar course. 
The pattern of "demonstrations" followed by strong-arm 
stuff was not new. It had b#en used in all the satellite coun- 
tries and in Russia itself- at the time of the revolution. And 
it had worked to Russian advantage in the past. Now it re- 
mains to be seen how effective it will be in Germany. For 
Germanv offers the Kremlin quite a different problem. 


In the Communist conquests since the 1917-revolu- 
tion the opposition has been physically weak. The mere 
threat of force was enough, except in Finland's case. Thus 
the Communists could indulge in such window dressing as 
calling the opposition criminals and traitors, and purging 
the opposition's leaders through rigged trials. 


In Berlin, however, there are the representatives and 
troops of three other nations. Their actual 
physical 
strength is also meager. Yet these token forces are backed 
by a potential strength that gives the Russians pause. 


Because of that potential strength the Communist 
opposition in Germany is less timid than it was in the con-' 
quered Balkan countries. And certainly the present Rus- 
sian tactics have done nothing to decrease that opposition. 
Attempted starvation, kidnapings, beatings and general 
harassment are scarcely the best methods to win friends 
and influence people. 


In the earlier use of these tactics, the Russians were 
browbeating frightened populations. Now they are risk- 
ing war. It is not likely that the Kremlin wants war. The 
velvet-glove asnect of its Dolicv suggests that. At the same 
time it will probably bluff and bluster to the life of safety.

The fiftieth anniversary of a cov- 
ered wagon journey into the un- 
known territory of Oklahoma was 
marked Tuesday by Russell L. Du- 
mas, 279 Sandusky street. 


Mr. Dumas recalls that on the 
14th day of September in 1898, his 
family loaded all their material pos- 
sessions into three wagons and left 
their farm near Carlinville, Okla- 
homa bound. 


Forty-five days were spent on-the 
trip. 30 days driving, and 15 days 
visiting relatives and friends along 
the way. 


The fall of '98 was a wet one, says 
Mr. Dumas, and the deep mud en- 
countered enroute was a hardship 
on the horses as well as the family. 
Two horses were hitched to each of 
the three wagons and three more 
horses were brought along, Just in 
case. 


Drove Lead Wagon 


The lfad wagon, driven by Mr. 
Dumas himself, then 19, served as 
the "grub box" and feed wagon. The 
other two wagbns were loaded with 
clothing, furniture and other family 
necessities. 


In the second wagon were Mr. 
Dumas' older brother and his bride 
of a few days. The trip served as a 
honeymoon for them. (The couple 
observed their golden wedding anni 
versary on Sept. 11.) 


Making the trip besides Mr. Du 
mas and his older brother were his 
father, mother, a sister, aged seven 
and a brother, 17. 


Country Partially Settled 


Upon arriving at their destination 
the family located about 30 miles 
east of Guthrie, capital of the Okla- 
homa territory. Their hdmestead was 
close to the Iowa Indian camp and 
at night the Indian drums could be 
heard echoing through the hilJs. The 
country at that time was only par 
tially settled, "in the stages of grow- 
ing up," says Mr. Dumas. 


During the nine years that Mr. 
Dumas^ lived in Oklahoma, he saw 
the territory admitted to statehood 
and begin to develop, commercially 
and religiously. He witnessed the dis- 
covery of oil and the opening of the1 


Comanche and Apache Indian re- 
servations. 


Returned In 1908 


He returned to Illinois in 1908. 
Although this was an election year, 
Mr. Dumas had not been in the state 
long enough to establish residence 
and therefore, was not able to take 
part in a presidential election until 
1912. when he cast his vote for 
Woodrow Wilson. He had not been 
able to vote while living in Okla- 
homa, since residents of that terri- 
tory were not granted voting privi- 
ledges until the territory became a 
state. 


Mr. Dumas plans eventually to 
write a book on his experiences. The 
book will bear a title something like 
"From Covered Wagon to Airplane," 
since Mr. Dumas has repeated the 
initial journey by various modes of 
travel, such as train, bus and auto, 
and finally by plane. 


His mother, who is 96 years of 
age, has remained in Oklahoma and 
is a resident of Stillwater.

Alvin H. Saunder- 
son, Rural Route 2, Chapin, is shown 
as he scoops out a handful of the

Many farmers feel that prime red 
clover seed will bring "as much as 
$50 a bushel, better than 80 cents a 
pound, next spring.

farmers have reported yields of more 
than a bushel per acre.
